Now , THEREFORE , in exorcise of the powers conferred by sub -section ( 2 ) 
section 8 of the Extra - Provincial Jurisdiction Act, 1947 (XLVII vf 1947) and of 
All other powers onnbling it in this behalf , the Central Government is pleaseck 
to delegate to the Provincial Government of the United Provinces, le extra 
provincial jurisdiction aforesaid , including the power conſcired by section 4 of 
the gaid Act to make olders for the exercise of that jurisdiction : 
Provided that : 
(i) the exercise of the jurisdiction hereby delegated shall be subjeot to 

the contiol of the Central Government; and 
(ii) the delegation shall not preclude the Centrn ) Government from 

exercising tlic juisdiction bcreby delegated . 
No. 221- P . - Wurreas the Central Government has full and exclusive autho 
rity , jurisdiction and pou cry for , nud in relation to , the goverpunce of the 
State of Tripura ; 

Now THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers couferred by sections 3 and 4 
of the Extra - Provincial Jurisdiction Act , 1917 ( XLVII of 1947 ) and of all other 
powers enabling it in this behalf , the Central Government is pleased to make 
tho following Order : 
1 . Short title, extent and commencement : 

(1) This Order may be called the Tripura (Administration ) Order, 1949 , 
(2) It extends to the whole of Tripura . 

(3 ) It shall come into force on the 15th day of October 1940 . 
2 . Doinition . In this Order, “ Tripuru means the whole of the area which , 
immediately before the commencement of this Order, is comprised within the 
State of Tripura . 

8 . Appointment of Ohief Commissioner . There shall be a Chief Commis 
sioner appointed by the Governinent at the head of the administration of 
Tripura . 
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4 . Appointment of functionaries . - ( 1 ) Subject to the control of the Central 
Government, the Chief Commissioner may appoint such Judges, Magistrates 
and Other Officers as may be necessary for the administration of Tripurů and 
unuy , by general or special order, determine their jurisdiction , powers , duties 
and functions . 

(2 ) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub - paragraph (1 ), a l Judges , 
Magistrutes and other officers wlio immediately before the commencement of 
this Order , were exercising lawful functions in Tripura or any part thereof 
shall , until other provision is inade by the Chief Commissioner, continue to 
exercise their respectivo functions in the same manner and to the sume extent 
as they were doing before the commencement of this Order . 

0 . Exiat ng lawg to continue . -- . 1 l luwy in forvo in Tripura or any part thereof 
immed .utely before the commencement of this Order shall continue in forço 
until repealed or amended liv al competent legislature or authority : 

Provided that all powers tvercinnble under the said Inws by Hiy Highness 
the Maharaja or the Government of the State shall be exercisable by the 
Chief ( oinmissionar ,
